Washington, May 27.—The time of
the senate during the present weel will
b divided largely between the
cusston of the Phillppine question and
the consideration of approprigtion bills
with a diversgion about the middle of
the week In the Clark case.

Senator Welllngion will apeak Mon-
day on the Door resclution and ke will
be followed that day or the day fol-
Iowing by Senator Teller on the Phil-
Ippine question. Specches on the Phil-
ippines also wiil be made by Senators
Pettigrew and Turner and probably by
other senntors. There s apparently no
probability of the Philippine bill pass-
ing, but there ix a genernl desire on the
